It was 'learned today that W. A. 


Garrett, superintendent of the middle 
division of the Wabash railroad, with 
offices in this city, will on August 1 
take a position as superintendent of 
tbe Philadelphia division of the Phila- 
delphia and Koadiug railway. 
The 


first news of the change was in the 
following, which appeared in the St. 
Louis Globe-Democrat this morning: 


"It is announced by Mr. Theodore 


Voorhess, first vice president, that be- 
ginning August 1, a uew division will 
be formed in the operating department 
of the Philadelphia aud Reading rail- 
way, to be known aa the 'Philadelphia 
division.' This will comprise all the 
territory within the city limits of 
Philadelphia, with the exception of 
the Npmstown road beyond Bellovue 
Junction, the Germautowu and Chest- 
nut Hill road beyond Wayne Junction, 
tb3 Philadelphia, Newtown and New 
York railroad 
and the 
Fraukford 


branch. These portions of tbe road iu 
the city limits will continue attached 
to the Reading or New York divisions, 
respectively, as heretofore. Tho Phila- 
delphia division will also have charge 
of the Chester branch. W. A.. Ganett 
will be appointed the superintendent 
of this division, with office at the 
Beading Terminal. 
^"This appointment will not affect 
any of the existing 
officers of the 


Beading road. It is made necessary 
by.roiison of the steadily increasing 
business of the company in the city of 
Philadelphia, 
which alone requires 


the undivided attention of a division 
superintendent, with his corps of as- 
sistants. Mr. Garrett is at present 
tbe 
superintendent 
of the middle 


division of the Wabash railroad, with 
headquarters at Decatur. 
He has had 


a number of years' experience ou that 
line and came to tiie Wabash soon 
after General Manager Ramsey took 
charge of that system. Mr. Garrett 
was general superintendent of the St 
Louis Terminal for some years under 
General Manager Ramsey.'' 


Mr. Garrett was in Chicago today 


but his chief clerk, Mr. Melton, was 
seen by a reporter this morning. Mr. 
Melton said that the statement was 
correct bnt that nothing was known 
further than what appeared in tha St 
Louis paper. Mr. Melton said it was 
not knowu who would be Mr. Garrett's 
successor in Decatnr, but ha will be 
selected by General Manager Ramsey. 


The announcement that Mr. Garrett 


was to leave Decatnr created consider- 
able cofcment aud many expressed 
regret that he wonld no longer be a 
resident of the city. Mr. Garrett was 
looked upon as an excellent citizen 
and a most competent railroad man. 
Since he has bad his'office in Decatnr 
Mr. 
Garrett's ability 
has 
been 


recognized outside of railroad circles 
as well as by those who understand 
the workings of tha road. The fact 
that there will be a change in superin- 
tendents is a matter of considerable 
importance to the employe! of the 
road-

In passing ont of the body 
there was no pain, bnt B quickened 
sensation, as though delirium had re- 
sulted from illness. The spirit passed

could be distinctly seen and heard,; 
standing by tbe side of the lifeless

ELECTROLYSIS OF PIPES 


AA Industrial Problen That !• Jut 


l*»w PBulias the B-*!--«r- 


Inf World. 


"Etectrolygia constitutes one of the 


very greatest Industrial problems of the 
present day," said Gny M. Gest, of Phil- 
adelphia, tlie conduit expert, who su- 
perintended a large part of the recent 
work in New Orleans. "I refer to Its 
action on underground piping, particu- 
larly water mains. It is threatening 
icoreg of water systems throughout the 
country with total destruction and it 
causing the 
gravest 
apprehension 


among the large fire insurance com- 
panies. The worst of it is ,that in spite 
of the efforts of some of the most emi- 
nent electricians of the world no rem- 
edy has as yet been discovered." This 
statement will be a surprise to the aver- 
age reader, who has only a vague idea 
of what electrolysis really is. Eoughly 
explained, the term is applied to the 
dissolving or erosive effect of electric 
currents under 
certain 
conditions. 


For example, a current "jumps" from 
a trolley car track to a water pipe. At 
the point where it enters the piping a 
curious process o£ disintegration usual- 
ly sets in. It is almost exactly like the 
action of a powerful acid. In a short 
time the metal becomes honeycombed 
with minute pores, which grow larger 
and larger until the spot affected gives 
way like a piece of rotten wood. Some 
of the large mains taken out in different 
cities present a most remarkable ap- 
pearance. 
They look like sections of 


petrified sponge and can be pounded 
Into powder with a tack hammer. Tlie 
rapidity of the destruction varies ac- 
cording to laws not thoroughly under- 
Stood. Sometimes it is very slow and 
the mischief is the work of years; 
again, under a current of precisely the 
same power, a solid iron main thret 
Inches thick will be eaten through and 
through in a few months. 
Mr. Gest 


cited an instance of a service pipe at hie 
home office which he was obliged to re- 
new six times in one year. 


The currents that cause the trouble 


come, nearly always, from trolley lines. 
Theoretically, the electricity drawn 
down from the overhead wires and in 
propelling the cars is supposed to re- 
turn to the power house through the 
rails. But electricity, like everything 
else in this world, moves in lines of the 
least resistance, and sometimes the 
rails become overloaded. In such a case 
the current is apt tQ jump to any bet- 
ter conductor near at hand and con- 
tinue on its journey, and'usually that 
conductor is a water pipe. With the 
customary ingratitude of nature it re- 
pays the service by destroying the bor- 
rowed right of way. The route of some 
return currents, as traced by the disas- 
trous trail of electrolysis, is frequently 
very curious. They will travel for a 
block or two on a water main, then 
jump to a gas main, then back again to 
some cross section of a water pipe, and 
Gnally return to the rail, always head' 
ing for the power house, like a homing 
pigeon. As all this goes on beneath the 
surface of the ground the first intima- 
tion to the public is generally the burst- 
Ing of a main, which almost always oc- 
.-urs when »xtra water pressure is put 
on for a fire. Hence the imminent dan- 
ger. 
Great conflagrations have oc- 


curred in several large cities during 
the, 
past year because rotten 
pipes 


burst i at the critical moment and the 
firemen were suddenly left without 
water. 
In such places the work of 


patching is continual, but there is never 
any telling when the trouble will break 
out in a new spot.—N. 0. Times-Demo- 
crat,-' 


NOT ALWAYS WELL BESTOWED 


College Degrees Were Once Honor- 


able, Bat Are -Now Fulling; 


Into Disrepute. 


The actual meaning of a word is not 


absolute and unchangeable. It is sim- 
ply that for which it g-enerally stands 
to-day. In the drift of usage—almost 
always dowrfrvard—English words have 
sometimes got their value quits re- 
versed, and so long as the drift is going 
on there Is an unfortunate confusion ot 
ideas, and in this chaotic period no 
man can be quite sure when his neigh- 
bor speaks what he is at. It seems a 
pity not to clear the air and get down 
to a definition which defines. For ex- 
ample, the general demand to be called 
"gentleman" or "lady" has almost 
wiped out the meaning of words which 
once had a sufficiently positive . one. 
The fact still exists of that differentia- 
tion between persons which was de- 
scribed by the old use of the words. 
But we have no longer a nafbe for thd 
posesssors of the attribute once indi- 
cated by them, and are obliged to com- 
municate the idea by adjectives or para- 
phrases. 


What is the meaning of a college' "de- 


gree?" 
It was once a eertificiate of 


ijood scholarship in the "humanities,", 
extended quite legitimately to include 
proficiency in arts and science. The 
i-aluc of it was soon found to vary with 
the character of the collegiate institu- 
tion granting it. There was a vast flex- 
ibility introduced in the meaning of 
"degree." Waiving the criminal ab«fse 
of the purchasable article (which haa 
probably been largely eliminated) we 
still employ the same worj for tne 
A. M. of Yuba Dam college aa for that 
of Harvard or Yale. And now, as the 
commencement seasons g6 by the 
meaning of "degree" is Increasingly 
perplexed by the autmaHnrestment of 
a large number of perionS with it, whose 
distinction has no connection whatever 
with scholarship or the results of schol- 
arship.—Boston Transcript.

BUTTONS NOW MADE OF MILK. 


••w Vt» tv Which the Lacteal Fl_l« 


ot the Coir I* Sow 


BelBK Put. 


If anyone were to tell you that the 


white collar button which you see th(! 
street peddler holding out was made ai 
milk you would probably think he was 
springing on you the latest thing is 
eatch questions, but it is a remarkable 
thing that science has gone so far that 
the transmutation of the chief product 
of the cow into a substance almost as 
hard and insoluble as bone is being car- 
ried on every day. It has only been re- 
cently, however, that the substance wa* 
procurable in the market*. 


The process by which a major portion 


of the lacteal fluid, which had hitherto 
been thrown away or used as food foi 
swine, can be converted into a- solid with 
great commercial possibilities is a. curi- 
ous and interesting one. 


At the present time this process 1« 


controlled exclusively by two firm*. 
During the last four or five month* 
these concerns have been sending out 
agents to creameries in the eastern 
states. 


These agents make 
arrangements 


with the creamery proprietors, for the 
Installation of the apparatus necessarj 
for the manufacture of the new sub- 
stance and are authorized to draw ur. 
contracts binding their principals to 
receive all that the creamery can pro- 
duce for the following two years and 
pay for the same at the rate of five 
cents the pound. 


Unfortunately, however, as can read- 


ily be seen, this discovery, while of im- 
mense benefit to the creamery manage- 
ment, is, like the bulk of the discov- 
eries beneficial to mankind made by 
science, of benefit to the middleman 
only, while the producer remains In the 
same position as he was before. 


The process of manufacture com- 


mences in what areknown as thesepara 
tors, which form part of the regulation 
equipment of a creamery. The milk, ae 
it Is brought in by the" dairymen, ie 
poured into these separators, which 
consist of heavy hollow cylinders, with 
a small orifice at the side and anothek 
at the top. The whole is thec made to 
revolve with lightning rapidity by 
ateam power and the cream is separated 
from the milk by centrifugal force, the 
former escaping- through the opening 
In the top and the latter through the 
one in the side. This residue is known 
as "skim milk." 


This milk is stored in one or more 


large tanks, according to the size of the 
creamery and the quantity of the lac- 
teal fluid handled. These tanks a« 
used «s reservoirs to supply a smallet 
one. 
AYhen the latter is about three- 


quarters! filled the milk is scalded by 
running stonm through It and under 
.this treatment soon resolves into a 
stinky, pasty mess, in which form it has 
always had a limited sale on some 
markets, being varlously^known as cot- 
tage cheese or schmere kase, the Dutch 
appellation being the most appropriale 
one. 


This cheese, after being well-kneaded 


by hand, is placed in thin bags and put 
under a powerful press, where all {ho 
moisture that it Is possible to eliminate 
in this manner is exuded. When re- 
moved from the bags the cheese disin- 
tegrates into small fragments and is 
placed upon traj-s in what is known as 
the drying-room, a large apartment, 
the interior of which, on account of be- 
ing filled from top to bottom with light 
traj'a having muslin bottoms and which 
slide in find out on the cleats, looks 
like a g-tgnntic incubator or fruit evap- 
orator. 
Around the sides are banks ai 


water pipes which are capable of rais- 
ing the temperature to an indefinite 
height. After being subjected to th« 
Intense heat of this chamber for two or 
three days it is removed, golden yellow 
in color and as hard as flint, and is 
ready to be packed in bags and shipped, 


The exact process, technically con- 


sidered, which it undergoes after it 
reaches its destination is, of course, a 
secret. But it Is known that it receives 
chemical treatment that makes it sus- 
ceptible to dyeing, blenching, rolling, 
pressing and molding, and that from it 
are made collars, cuffs, shirt bosoms, 
"pearl" buttons—an excellent 
imita- 


tion, it is said—doorknobs, toys and, in 
fat-t, an innumerable number of simi- 
lar articles.—Philadelphia Inquirer. 


Mrstery of Cirur Hair.

to physiologists. Statistics, however, 
on thia subject are very rare, and for 
this reason Prof. Virchow, the famous 
German scientist, recently requested a 
number of physicians to send him full 
details of all such cases as might come 
under their observation. As a result 
Dr. \foritz,. the well-known authority 
on diseases of the throat, has just pub- 
lished in the Archive a full account of 
such a case. The subject, or victim, is 
a day laborer about 3K years of age. 
Rome time ago he was very ncarlly run 
over l>y a railroad train, and naturally 
ho received a severe shock. On the fol- 
lowing morning a friend nskcd 
him 


what he had done to his hair, and, look- 
ing in the glass, he sow that there were 
two distinct patches of white on his 
head, one exactly in tlie middle and the 
other ju&t above his right ear. Each 
patch of white hair covers a space of 
from three to four square inches. Tho 
evident conclusion is that this sudden 
change of color was caused solely by 
the fright which the man experienced 
when the train flashed by him within a 
few inches of his body.—N. Y. Herald.

Fish, to be good, must be fresh. In 


buying see that the flesh is hard, the 
scales shiny and the eyes bright- 
otherwise Mr. Fish has been on earth 
too long to be relishable. Fish should 
be kept cool until cooked; It should be 
rinsed carefully, using as little water 
as possible, as much of it destroys its 
delicate flavor. 


Beware of canned fruit if the ends- 


of the cans are bulged out; it means 
that the fruit has fermented. 


Always buy a small, hard cabbage 


J* preference to a large, loose-leaved 
one—it will taste better and there will 
be more of it. 


In buying beef or mutton, always 


choose the piece that looks bright red 
when freshly cut. Fresh pork and 
teal are a nice pink, and good saltporli 
is firm and white. 


In buying asparagus, pick out the 


bunches with long, thin stalks that are 
green almost up to the butt of the stalk 
—they are younger, more tender and 
better flavored. 


If the skin of fowls peels easily it is 


a sign of youth. If the spurs of chick 
ens are over one-quarter of an inch long 
don't buy them—it indicates old age. 


Avoid dark-skinned potatoes with 


thickly-set eyes. The smaller the eje 
the better the potato. 


To test egg-s, place them in strong salt 


water. If freth, they will sink. 


Good flour will lump whea pressed 


in the hands. 


The best lemons are full and hard, 


and have thin skins.—Detroit Free 
Press. 


Jams. 


In making jams, fruit should be care- 


fully cleaned and thoroughly bruised, 
a* mashing before cooking prevents it 
from becoming hard; boll 15 or 20 
tniuutes before adding fcugar, as flavor 
of fruit is thus better preserved (usual 
ly allowing three-quartera pound of 
sugar to pound of fruit), and then boil 
one-half hour longer. Jams require al- 
most constant stirring, as slightest de- 
pree of burning ruins the flavor. Tr^ 
a little on a plate, and let cool. If no 
juice gathers, and it looks dry and 
glistening, it is done thoroughly. Keep 
jellies and jam in cool, dry and dark 
place.—Boston Globe. 


Rftabarb and Vlf Preierve. 


For this take three pounds of rhu- 


barb, Z% pounds of sugar, half a pound 
of ^gs, and two ounces of "bandied peel; 
wipe the rhubarb, cut it into inch 
lengths and place on a large dish. Chop 
finely the figs and candied peel and 
scatter them over the rhubarb; lay on 
tht» the anjrar and stand till next doy. 
Boll the preserve- slowly for an hour, or 
longer if necessary, adding a small 
piece of ginger for half an hour.— 
Ladies' World.

SOME RAILROAD FIGURES. 


Since 1893 the railroad mileage of th« 


world has increased only one mils to 
11, and since 1896 only one mile in 68. 


For something like 35 years the rail- 


ways of the world have been increasing 
at the rate of 14,000 miles per year. 
The grand aggregate is now put at 
443,100 miles. 


Tho total length of railroad in the 


world amounted in 1897 to 464,730 miles, 
and in the five years from 1893 to 1891? 
the total increase was 34,485, or 8.9 per 
cent. The same year the total length 
of railroad in the United States was 
184,278 miles, an increase in five years 
of 3.6 per cent. North and 
South 


America and the Went Indian islands 
are credited with over one-half of the 
total mileage, or 238,216 miles. 


Of lines now in operation there are 


only 3.7 miles in all China, to which the 
Chinese railway to New«hwang, when 
completed, will add 170 miles, and the 
Russian Hnes now building in Man 
•huria will add 1,400 miles. The only 
line which is actually under construc- 
tion is the Lu-Han road, which runs 
from 
Pelcing to Hankow, passing 


through the provinces of Chihli, Eonan 
and Hupeh. This will have a length oi 
about 700 milea.

SNAKES KILL PICKEREL. 


Water Serveat* 1m Matae «»* Tm«l» 


Great Fo»dao«« far Fl«k t 


Dinner*. 


The question as to whether a good, 


healthy water snake can cope success- 
fully in mortal combat with & pickerel 
has been decided by & battle in Lake 
Pennesseewasse, Me., of which William 
Gary and Kenneth Gurney were wit- 
nesses. The lake waters abound in 
large-sized pickerel, and there is no 
other body of water in Maine where 
the water snakes are so huge. They 
are harmless, but if forced to fight with 
man or fish can put up a good scrap. 
Their bite, while not poisonous, is ex- 
tremely painful, and everyone gives 
them a wide berth. In hot days they 
crawl to the branches of the low 
bushes on the shore of the bogi and 
sue themselves in contentment. Man; 
of the reptiles will measure over ten 
feet, and few of them have eve» been 
captured. If a person approaches them 
while they apparently are sleeping on 
the bushes and attempts to bit them 
with sticks or stone they fall quickly 
Into the water and escape harm. 


One day this summer while the 


weather was extremely warm Gary and 
Gurney were on the lake trawliiig foi 
salmon from a canoe. The boat had just 
passed the edge of the bog where the 
snakes have their headquarters when 
there was a- splash in the water and a 
churning that attracted the attention 
of tha men in the boat. They backed 
water with the oars and floated up to 
see what was the trouble. They were 
surprised to see a huge black coil oi 
shining skin writhing in the water, and 
went closer to investigate. 


They found that a water snake 


nearly eight feet long had a pickerel 
in his grasp. The fish must 
have 


weighed in the vicinity of three pounds, 
and a fight was on. The snake slowly 
uncoiled his body, when the pickerel 
darted out and quickly turned, mak- 
ing a swift lunge for the snake. 
Th« 


latter, however, grabbed the fish by the 
head and held him fast. In the course 
of three or four minutes the snake 
again uncoiled his body, and the pick- 
erel, with a few faint motions, came to 
the top of the water for air. The snake 
lay still, but as the fish showed signs 
of returning life he again grabbed him 
by the head. Then the body of the flab 
began to disappear slowly, and at last 
there was no more pickerel in sight. 


The next day Gurney and Gary were 


on the shore of the bog for frogs to b« 
uned for bait, when they found the 
dead body of a big snake. They cut the 
reptile open and found, about half way 
down the throat, the body of the pick- 
erel. The snake in swallowing the flsb 
had rpt>ted for a breath of air, when the 
fish again came to life, and, spreading 
his belly fins, had choked the make to 
death. However, the men declare that 
the snake won the fight, but was toe 
anxious to celebiate his victory, and 
thereby lost his own life.—Chicago In- 
ter Ocean.

In 1889 the English consumed, on 


the average, 42 pounds of sugar per 
capita annually. That this is enough 
lor either health or reasonable enjoy- 
ment is proved by the fact that few 
peoples use bo much to-duy. For ex- 
ample, in 1896 Italy consumed 7.19 
pounds per 
capita; 
Spain, 12.67 


pounds; 
Austria-Hungary, 16.84 


pounds; Belgium, 22.8 pounds; Ger- 
many, 27.14 pounds, and France, 28.24 
pounds. In the United Stutes7 where 
the use of s\ve«ts is baid to be injuri- 
ously excessive, only 35 pounds per 
capita were consumed In 1869 and 81 
pounds per capita in 1898. In England 
during 1895-7 every human being-, in- 
cluding- babies, invalids and paupers, 
disposed, on the average, of nearly 
four ounces of sugar a day, or 54.77 
pounds a year. 


Furthermore, neither from the eco 


aomic nor the sanitury standpoint do 
the uses to which the extra sugar ra- 
tion is put seem sutisfactorj. One oi 
the chief of these appears to be to en- 
courage drinlcing. Though the ex- 
ports of beer from England show a 
tendency to decline brewing grows 
apace. 
Twenty-seven gallons a year 


per capita, counting women and chil- 
dren, are surely enough. In America, 
though the amount of spirits drunk ia 
the same, 15ya gallons of beer suffice; 
and American beer is light. Twenty- 
seven and one-quarter gallons 
were 


the measure for England in 1883; yet 
in 1897 it 
had 
swelled to 
13% 


gallons, an expansion at the rate of 
about one per cent, a year. But, fast 
as biewing grows, the •« eight of sugar 
used in the beer grows faster. In 1883 
the public put up with something less 
than 4% pounds of sugar to the bar- 
rel; in 1897 it 
demanded between 


eigh« and nine pounds.—Forum.
